And this Tuff ification or Righ- 
reouſneſs which we ſo receive of | 
God's Mercy, and Chriſt's Merits, 
embraced by Faith, # taken, ac- 
cepted and allowed of God for our 
perfect and full Juſtification. For 
the more full underſtanding hereof, 
it i our Parts and Duties ever to 
remember the great Mercy of God, 
how that (all the World being wrap- | 
ped in Sin by breaking of the Law) * 
God ſent his only Son our Saviour 
Cbriſt into tha Werld, to fulfil the 
Law for us, by ſhedding of his moſt 
preciors Blood to make a Sacrifice 
and Satisfaition, or (as it may be 
called) amends to his Father for \ 
onr Sins, to aſſwage his Wrath and 
Indignation conceived againſt us for 
the ſame. But here may Man's 
Reaſon be aſlonied, reaſoning after 
this 
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this faſhion : If a Ranſom be paid 


| for our Redemption, then is it not 
| 


given us freely. For a Priſoner 
that paid his Ranſom, is not let go 


freely; for if he goes freely, then 


he goeth without Ranſom. For 


what is it elſe to go freely, than to 


be ſet at liberty without paying of 
Ranſom? This Reaſon is ſatisfied 
by the great Wiſdom of God in this 
Myſtery of our Redemiption, who 
hath fo tempered his Tuſtice and 
Mercy together, that he would net- 
ther by his Juſtice condemn into the 
everlaſting Captivity of the Devil, 
and his Priſon of Hell, remedileſs 
for ever without Mercy, nor by bis 
Mercy deliver us clearly without 
Tauflice or Payment of a juſt Ran 
ſom : But with his endleſs Mercy 
he joined his moſt upri2ht and equal 
Tuſtice. His oreat Mercy he ſhewed 
unto us in aclivering its from our 
former Captivity, without requirins 
any Ranſom to be paid, or Amenas 
to be made 0# Our parts; which 
thing by its haa been impoſſivle to be 
GOnee:

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done : And whereas it lay not in us 
that to do, he provided a Ranſom 
for us; that was the moſt precious 
Body and Blood of his own moſt dear 
axd beſt beloved Son Jeſus Chriſt, 
who beſides this Ranſom, fulfilled 
the Law for us perfeitly; and ſo 
the Juſtice of God and hu Mercy 
did embrace together, and fulfil the 
Myſtery of our Redemption. 

And of this Juſtice and Mercy 
of God knit together, ſpeaketh 
St.Paul iz the third Chapter to the 
Romans; Al have offended, and 
have need of the Glory of God; 
but are juſtified freely by his Grace, 
by Redemption which is in Jeſus 
Chrift, whom God hath ſent forth 
for us, for a Reconciler and Peace- 
maker through Faith in his Blood, 
to ſhew his Righteouſneſs. And in 
tve 10th Chapter, Chriſt is the End 
of the Law anto Righteouſneſs to 
every Man that believeth, And in 
the 8th Chapter, That which was 
trzpoſſeble by the Law, in as much 
as it was weak by the Fleſh, God 

{endins 
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ſending his own Son in the ſimili- 
tude of ſinful Fleſh, by Sin damned 


Sin in the Fleſh, that the Righte- 
ouſneſs of the Law might be ful- 
filed in ws, which walk not after 
the Fleſh, but after the Spirit. In 
theſe aforeſaid places the Apoſtle 
toucheth ſpecially three things, which 
muſt go together in our Juſtification. 
Upon God's part, his great Mercy 
and Grace: Upon Chriſt's part, 
Tuſtice, that is, the Satisfaftion of 
Goa's Juſtice, or the Price of our 
Redemption by the offering of his 
Body and fhedding of his Blood, 
with the fulfilling of the Law per- 
feitly and throughly : And upon our 
part true and lively Faith in the 
Merits of Feſus Chriſt, which yet 
3s not ours, but by God's working 
in tus. So that in onr Juſtification 
# not only God's Mercy and Grace, 
but alſo hi Juſtice, which the Apo- 
ſtle calleth the Juſtice of God ; and 
it conſiſteth in paying our Ranſom, 
and fulſill:;nz of the Law : And ſo 
the Grace of God doth not [but out 
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the Juſtice of God in our Juſlifica- 

tion, but only ſhutteth out the 
Tuſtice of Man ; that is to ſay, the 
Juſtice of our Works as to be Merits 
of deſerving our Juſtification. And 
therefore St. Paul declareth here 
nothing upon the behalf of Mazr 


concerning his Juſtification, but on- 


ly a true and lively Faith, which 
nevertheleſs is the Gift of God, and 
not Man's only Work without God. 
And yet that Faith dees not (hut 
out Repentance, Hope, Love, Dread, 
and the Fear of God, to be joined 
with Faith in. every Man that is 
juſtified ; but it ſhutteth them out 
from the Office of juſtifying. So 
that altho they be all preſent tore- 
ther in him that is juſtified, yet 
they juſtify wot altogether. Nor the 
Faith alſo doth not ſhut ont the 
Juſtice of our good Works, neceſſa- 
rily to be done afterwards of Duty 
towards God: (for we are moſt 
bounden to ſerve God in doing good 
Deeds, commanaed by him in his 
holy Scripture, all the days of our 

Life) 
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Life) but it excludeth them, (0 


that we may not do them to this 
intent, to be made good by doing 
of them. For all the good Works 
that we can do be unperfeit, and 
therefore not able to deſerve for 
our Juſtification : But our Fuſtifi- 
cation doth come freely by the meer 
Mercy of God, and of ſo great and 
free Mercy, that whereas all the 
World was not able of themſelves 
to pay any part towards their Ran- 
ſom, it pleaſed our Heavenly Father 
of his infinite Mercy, without any 
our deſert or deſerving, to prepare 


for ws the moſt preciows Jewels of 


Chriſt's Body and Blood, whereby 
our Ranſom mi2ht be fully paid, 
the Law fulfilled, and his Juſtice 
fully ſatisfied : So that now Chriſt 
i the Righteouſneſs of all them that 
truly dobelicue in him. He for them 
paid their Ranſom by his Death, he 
for them fulfilled the Law in his 
Life : So that now in and by him, 
every true Chriſt;:an Man may be 


called a Fulfiller of the Law; foraſ- 


much

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much as that which their Infirmity 
lacked,Chriſts Fuſtice hath ſupplied. 


— Now that the moſt important 
Truths which have been repre- 
ſented in this ſmall Treatiſe may 
appear in right Light, let the 
following Propoſitions be duly 
conſidered according to Reaſon, 
enlightned and direQted by the 
Word of God.

proved: Yet notwithitanding, 
all theſe glorious and excellent 
Truths of the Spirit of God are 
not received by Animal Minds, 
to whom they are Fooliſhnels, 
(as all fort of Wiſdom 1s to 
Fools ) becauſe of the Blindneſs 
and Ignorance of the Underitand- 
ing; the Mind it felt (the go-

For it the Redeemer and Media- 
tor were not eſſentially able to 
know all the Thoughts and Dil- 
poſitions of the Heart of Man, 
then ſome profane Hypocrite 
might mock, or defeat with falſe 
pretended Devotion the Inter- 
ceſſion of our Redeemer, or wic- 
kedly and wo lie to the Holy 
Gholt :.

ceſſary for a Sinner, might eſcape 
the diſcern of our Mediator, ſo 
that he could not be a Saviour to 
the uttermoſt; conſequently they

The eſſential Being of God is 
of ſuch terrible Majeſty, covered 
with the Light, dwelling in the 
Light inacceſſible; ſo that no 
created Inteiligence can poſſibly 
arrive at any due Perception of 
the Godhead, bur only according 
to the Revelation whereby God 
vouchſafed the Manifeſtation of 
his infinite incomprehenſible Be- 
ing; which Maniteſtation of the 
Deity 1s given in his Word of 
Truth to be God the Father, God 
the Son, God the Holy Ghoſt, 
one and the ſame living and true 
God, bleſſed for ever.
